ARE SPANISH WARSHIPS. NOW 
CRUISING IN SOUTHERN WATERS 


Washington Officials Alarmed al nformation Which Comes fron 
the Gulf Region, 


SUSPICIOUS VESSELS ARE SEEN OFF THE CUBAN COAST 


It Is Intimated That Sapasta's Battleships Are Laying In Walt for the

Washington, June 9.—(Special.)—Reports from Key West of the discovery of 
Suspicious vessels, believed to be Spanish warships, and news that they were 
Supposed to have got past the blockade into Havana harbor, has created unmis- 
takable uneasiness in Washington. White department officials protest that they 
had nothing from Commodore Watson, in charge of the blockading squadron, it 
is evident they considef among the possibilities that vessels seen are Spanish mak- 
ing for Havana or lying in wait for transports. | 

The story as it reaches the officials from Key West says four sus- 
picious looking vessels, thought to be Spanish warships, are, or have 
been, attempting to elude the blockading squadron off Havana and 
enter that port. 

When last seen, night before last, they were in Nicholas channel, about eighty 
miles off Havana, and heading in the direction of Havana. A government tug from 
Cardenas joined the American fleet off Havana yesterday bearing messages for 
Commodore Watson from an auxiliary gunboat. This was to the effect that on 
Tuesday night the gunboat sighted four vessels, thought +o be a battleship, two 
cruisers and a torpedo boat, between Salt Cay and Padre del Cruz light. 

The gunboat followed them, and when within hailing distance, ho'sted the 
private fleet signal. The strangers answered with three masthead lights, which 
was not the required signal, and immediately thereafter they put out all their 
lights. The gunboat criised after the stranger for two or t hree miles, once ap- 
proaching “within” 2/000 “yards, 
the nearest ship of the United States fleet. | 

Advices were then sent to Commodore Watson by the government tug and he 
dispatched a ship to Key West. '

The British cruiser Talbot left Havana on Tuesday and she may have been 
one of the vessels sighted by the gunboat. 


PLACE LITTLE CREDENCE IN ITF. 

The officers at the navy department were inclined to deny the story, declar- 
ing the belief that if the boats were Spanish they were nothing more than small 
armed launches and not to be feared by any number of transports convoyed by 
such fine gunboats as the Helena and Bancroft. 


But when these stories reached the war department they were received with 


a ‘different sp rit.

CAN CAPTURE WITHOUT LAND FORCES. 


Tt was pointed out today by a naval! officer that the admiral, since the arrival 
of the marine battalion of the Panther, kas at his disposal what he may regard aa 
sufficient force of men to capture Santiago even before the troops arrive: The 800 
marines on the Panther, added to the marines already with the ffeet, would make 
a total of about 1,500 men. Without impairing the efficiency of his ships, Adimral 
Sampson could spare 1,000 blue jackets for a landing party, and with this total force 
of 2,300 men, if the insurgents who have been armed by the United States govern- 
ment do their share, it seems possible fur Sampson to capture Pantiage at short 


notice. 
There seemed to be a very decided air of expectation this after- 


moon among the officials who are acquainted with the government’s 
plans in the campaign that aimost warranted a conclusion that an en- 


gagement of some kind was cxpected today. 

The navy department is still in doubt as to the exact nuinber of Spanish ships in 
Santiago hagbor, and they believe there are others unaccounted for somewhere in 
Cuban waters. They admit it wouid be no very difficult matter for Spanish war- 
ships to get through the biockade, weakened by Sampson's absence, especially since 
reports have come of heavy gales off the Cuban coast. It is not believed, however, 
that they can be formidable ships, but may be small gunboats. 

The administration hopes f£iantiago will surrender to the American sea and land 
forces before the second division of the army of invasion, which sailed from Tampa 
yesterday, has reached there. Anticipating this, preparations are being made to 
ciiange the plan of attack on Porto Rico. 

If Santiago falls before Shafter arrives with his forces, men 


under his command will be divided and a sufficient force to invade 


Porto Rico will at once proceed there from Santiago. 

It is now known that Sampson was ordered to take Santiago, if possible, with 
the forces at his command ,and he fully understands the plan to use part of the 
army now en route to Santiago to invade Porto Rico if practicable. 

Should Santiago be conquered before General Shafter arrives, either Sampson 
himself or part of his fleet will proceed at once to Porto Rico, The accomplishment 
of ali this will facilitate the campaign to an extent not hitherto hoped for. Re- 
cent events show that Campson is in absolute command of the operations, and he is 

relied upon to make possible this plan of making the attack upon Porto. Rico. 

The invading army originally intended for Porto Rico has not sailed yet, to the 


best knowledge obtainable. 
The administration is exceedingly sanguine over the prospects of 


. the success of this campaign, and is confident that the West Indian pos- 
sessions of Spain will be surren-ered to American forces within a few

ADMIRAL CAN NOW LAND 


Washington Officlals Confident That a 
Good force Can Reach Land. 


NAVY AS RIGHT TO FIRST DUTY 


So Far the Departments Have Suc- 
ceeded in Hiding the Point at 
Which the Troops Are to 
Be Landed—Convoy 
Formidable. 


Washington, June 9.—It is believed here 
that the first re-enforcements for Samp- 
sén's fleet have arrived today off Santiago. 
These are the 800 marines. under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Colone] Huntington 
who sailed three days ago from Key West 
on the steamer Panther. 

These matines had been encamped on 
the beach at Key West for several weeks 
undergoing the most severe drill and mili-

tary training. They are intended not for 
distribution among the fleet, but as a tand- 
ing force pure and simple. 

Naval officers are confident that with 
this small but well disciplined landing force 
Admiral Sampson will be immediately able 
to take possession of such points on the 
coast in the neighborhood of Santiago as 
he may deem necessary to serve as a base 
for the occupation of the regular —— 
when they arrive. 

With the marines in possession of 
the beaches, the warships with their 
shells clearing the country behind 
*' there will be little danger in landing 
trocps. 

Though no confirmation has yet reached 
the navy department of the newspaper re- 
ports that come from Sampson's fleet to 
the effect that he landed marines at Cai- 
manera ani that they are still in poOsses- 
sion of a strategic stronghold on the hills 
near by, the naval officers here are in- 
clined to accept the reports as accurate. 
They feel a pride in the fact that the navy, 
through its marine adjunct, has earned the 
distinction of vbeing the first to occupy 
im force territory in Cuba. The marines 
who effected this notable feat were drawn, 
it is believed, from the entire fleet and 
were thoroughly capable and perfectly dis- 
ciplined troops. 

Point of Destination Concealed. 

The officials here express the belief that 
the regular troops have already sailed from 
Tampa, but no one in authority and ad- 
vised of the facts will make such a state- 
ment publicly. Though the destination of. 
the troops can be only surmised, it is felt 
that there still remains a necessity for 
concealing the exact time of the departure 
of the troops, and it is a noticeable fact 
that in spite of the understanding that ob- 
tained yesterday to the effect that the cen- 
sor at Tampa would relax his rules as soon 
as the troops had actually departed there 
is md authentic news direct from Key West 
or Tampa today. 

It does not follow if the trodes left 
Tampa yesterday that they are on 
their way to Cuba, although such is 
generally believed to be the case. 

At that point the transports were to be 
rounded up and taken under convoy of 
some of fhe more forundable naval vessels. 
Assuming that the transports left Tampa 
yesterday moving at squadron speed, they 
could scarcely do more than reach Key 
West today. Some time must be consumed | 
in organizing the twenty-nine transports 
into a squadron and in placing them under 
convoy, so that there is a probabilityy 
that if Tampa was left yesterday the final 
start from Key West will not be made be- 
fore tonight.

Commodore Knows Names and 
‘Location of Spanish Warships, 


THE INFORMATION 15 RELIABLE 


Insurgents Secure Knowledge the Amer- 
lcan Commander Values Highly 


VESSELS ARE SOME OF SPAIN'S. BEST

Kingston, Jamaica, June §.—Since the 


‘last Sunday in May, now more than a week 


ago, when Commodore Schley found Ad- 
miral Cervera’s fleet trying to quietly leave 
the’ harbor and headed off the attempt, 
thus probably solving the war problem, it 
has been the policy to surround the city 
and harbor that no assistance either in 
supplying arms or ammunition could reach 
there. After driving the Spanish fleet into 
a more protected position in the harbor 
by the bombardment of Tuesday, Commo- 
dore Schley opened communication with 
the insurgents eighteen miles from Santia- 
go to the east. They were urged to obtain 
if possible the names and number of the 
vessels of #he fleet inside the harbor, as 
the contour of the land at the entrance 
made it impossible to accurately determine 
by a view from the American fleet just 
how many vessels of the Spanis® ‘squadron 
was there. 

On Friday afternoon Lieutenant Sharp, 
of the Vixen, went to the place of rendez- 
vous and received from the insurgenta a 
map of the harbor r showing the entire Cape 
Verde fleet with. the exception of the de- 
stroyer Terror, inside and close up}o the 
city, under the protection of the@ guns 
mounted on Blanco battery at the north- 
ern extremity of the harbor. The ships 
there, according to this chart, are the Cris- 
tobal Colon, the Viscaya, the Almirante 
Oquendo, the Maria Teresa and the Reina 
Mercedes, since destroyed by the American 
warships, all cruisers of the first-class 
and heavily armed, together with three 
torpedo boats. 

Gave Schley Satisfaction. 

The definiteness of this information nat- 
urally gave Commodore Schley great satis- 
faction. Although he had known that sev- 
eral ships of the enemy were there he was 
not certain that some of them had not 
succeeded in getting away or had not been 
sent in another direction. 

Just how tong Santiago can stand be- 
sieging is a matter of conjecture. Three 
weeks ago it was claimed at Jamaica that 


food in Santiago was very poor and that 
it was also very scant. The country about 
the city is unproductive and mountainous 
and the insurgent camps are so close that 
there is little or no communication be- 
tween the city and its surroundings. The 
railway gervice is not carried to a dis- 
tance much beyond ten miles from the 
town. 

Since Sunday last, when Cervera’s ¢quad- 
ron was bottled up by the flying squadron 
under Commodore Schley, nothing has

The message to the government from 
Captain General Augusti as to the situa- 
tion at Manila was held back and it is 
alleged, was greatly toned down for pub- 
lication.

MUST LINGER IN A SPANISH PRISON 


Cable at Guantanamo Has Been Cut and Cuba Is Now 


Without Means of Outside Com- 
munication. 


With the Blockading Fleet, Off Santiago de Cuba, June 8, 10 p. m.—Mole St. 
Nicholas, June 9, 6 p. m.—Lieutenant Hobson and his heroic’companions in the ex- 
ploit of sinking the collier Merrimac across the entrance to the harbor of San- 
tiago may not be released for some time. Today Admiral Cervera sent a flag 
of truce to Admiral Sampsom with a message that the prisoners were in the hands 
of the military autnorities and that their cases had been referred by the military 
governor of Santiago to Governor General Bianco. The plan of exchange sub- 
mitted by Admiral Sampson to Admiral Cervera is thus temporarily frustrated. 

The United States cruiser Marblehead and the auxiliary cruisers Yankee and 
St. Louis were successful in cutting the cable at Guantanamo yesterday, firing on 
a Spanish gunboat and the old-fashioned fortifications there. Cuba is thus cut 
off from all communication with the outside world. . 

The army of invasion is eagerly awaited and everything is ready for its re- 


ception. 


The blockade has been uneventful since Monday. 


ENGLISHMAN IMPRISONED IN DUNGEON 
AND THEN EXPELLED FROM PORTO RICO 


New York, June 9.—A copyrighted special from St. Thomas, Danish West Indies, 
to The Evening Journal says: e : 

Suspected of having furnished the United States with information of the mining 
of San Juan harbor, Walter Bett, secretary of the British consul at that port, has 
received his passports and has been banished from Porto Rico by order of Gover- 
nor General Macias, : 

Mr. Bett was imprisoned in a dungeon for fifty-six hours and during that time 
was subjected to gross maltreatment. 

British Consul General Crawford has made formal protest to his government 
and serious international complications are imminent. The day aftur the bom- 
-_bardment of San Juan by the ships of Admiral Sampson, General Macias caused an 
extensive system of mines to be installed in the outer harbor in anticipation of a 
return of the ships and a subsequent bombardment. 

Although the greatest care and secrecy were observed by the Spanish in min- 
ing the harbor, the details of the work were conveyed to Consul General Hanna. 
He is now making an extensive report of the operations to the navy department. 
In some way General Macias learned of this, and as the British consulate 
has been guarding American interests at Porto Rico since the withdrawal of Mr. 
Hanna, he at once suspected that Englishment had conveyed the news .to the 
United States official. He peremptorily summoned thirty British subjects before him 
and put them through a searching examination, after which several of them were 
cast into prison for twenty-four hours. 

Upon Secretary Bett General Macias visited most of his wrath. The British 
official was practically accused of having revealed the military preparations and 
he was dragged off: to a dungeon. There he was kept for fifty-six hours in face of 
the protests of Consul General Crawford. When he was released Mr. Bett was pre- 
sented with his passports and ordered to leave Porto Rico. He has left for &t. 
Thomas. |

Washington, June 9.—The war revenue pill 
agreed upon by the conferees of the 
house and senate will no doubt become a 
law. The following is an abstract of the 
bill, giving some of its principal items and 
rates. It provides that the act shall take 
effect on the day succeeding the date of its 
passage except as otherwise specially pro- 
vided for:

ers of the stamps provided for the payment 
of the tax, 
Special Taxes from July Ist.

Petroleum and Sugar Refiners. 

Every person, firm, corporation or com- 
pany carrying on or doing business of refin- 
ing petroleum or refining sugar, or own- 
ing or controlling any pipe line for trans- 
porting oil or other products whose gross 
annual receipts exceed $250,000, is made 
subject to pay annually a special excise 
tax of or equivalent to one-quarter of 1 
per cent on the gross amount of all receipts 
in excess of that sum.

A stamp tax of one cent is to be collect- 
ed on every seat sokid in a palage or par- 
lor car and on every berth soid in a sleep- 
ing car, the stamp to be affixed to the tick- 
et by the company issuing it. 

Inheritance Tax. 

A tax on inheritances and legacies ex- 
ceeding $10,000 in personal property is pro- 
vided as follows: 

On sums hetwecn $15,000 and $25,000, first 
on benefits to the lineal issue or lineal 
ancestors, brother or sisters of the de- 
ceased, at the fate of 75 cents for every 
$100. 

Second, tc the descendant of a brother 
or sister, at the rate of 1.50 for every $100. 

Third, to the brother or sister of the 
father or mother, or a descendant of a 
brother or sister of the father or moth- 
er, at’the rate of $3 for every $100. 

All legacies or property passing by. wiil 
or by the laws of any state or territory to 
husband or wife aré excepted from tax or 
duty. On sums. ranging between $25,000 
and $100,000, the rates of tax are to be 
multiplied by one and one-half; on those 
ranging from $100,000 to $500,000, the rates 
are to’ be multiplfed by two; on those rang- 


‘ing from $500,000 to $1,000,000, the rates are 


to be multiplied by two and one-half, and 
on those above $1,000,000, the rates are to be 
multiplied by three, 

The tax is made a lien upon the property 
until paid, and it is required that the tax 
shall be satisfied before the legatee is 
paid. 

Certificates of Indebtedness. 

The secretary of the treasury is author- 
ized to borrow from time to time at a rate 
of interest not exceeding 3 per cent such 
sums as in his judgment are necessary to 
meet public expenditures, and to issue cer- 
tificates of indebtedness in denominations 
of $50 or some multiple of that sum. Each 
certificate is made payable at such time 
not exceeding one year from the date of 
its issue, as the secretary of the treasury 
may prescribe; providing that the amount 


of such certificates outstanding shall at no 


time exceed $100,000,000.

When she emerged, the Spanish officer on 
board, after ah exchange of compliments, 
said the Spaniards had seen what they be- 
lieved to be a flag of truce on the lowa 
and had come to answer it. They wete po- 
litely informed that they had been deceived 
by the awning over the lookout in the 
foretop and that the American fleet had no 
occasion to send up flags of truce. The 
Spanish tug then returned to the harbor.

Swanson of Virginia and Grosvenor of 
Ohio Have a Warm Exchange,

Washington, June 9.—After five hours de- 
voted to the consideration of the bill to en- 
able volunteer soldiers to vote in congres- 
sional elections, the conference report upon 
the war revenue bill was presented to the 
house taday. 

Consideration was 
cess at 8 o'clock this evening, 
hour the report was taken up again, and 
after three hours’ debate, involving a wide 
range of subjects and some sensat:onal 
features, it was voted upon and adopted— 
154 to 107. 

The election measure will be disposed of 
tomorrow immediately after the meeting of 
the house. Tonight Mr. Pierce, democrat,

alleged unwarranted delay in sending re- 
lief to the Cubans. A sensational feature 
was the clash between ‘Mr. Grosvenor, re- 
publican, of Ohio, and Mr, Swanson, dem- 
ocrat, of Virgin’a, growing out of the form- 
er’s attack upon the |atter’s speech in crit- 
icisim of the revenue Dill. 

After a prolonged conversational! consid- 
eration of the bill to enable the volunteer 
soldiers to vote in congressional elections 
inéwhich its constitutionality Was dis- 
cussed, Mr. Bailey, democrat, Texas, 
secured the flood and delivered a speech on 
the constitutionality of the bi:l, directing 
his argument chiefly to establishing inde- 
pendently and by the presentation of a 
long line of court dé@cisions, the distince- 
tion between the qualifications of voters, 
which he contended the state alone could 
fix, and “the tithes, places and manner” 
of holding elections, affecting which the 
constitution expiicity gives congress the 
right to alter or to make alterations. 

Mr. Lewis, democrat, of Washington, op- 
posed the view advocated by Mr. Bailey. 

At the conclusion of the speech of Mr. 
Lewis, Mr. 8S. W. Smith, republican, of 
Michigan, in charge of the bill, moved the 
previous que¥tion. 

The motion was put while Mr. Cum- 
mings, democrat, of New York, was 
manding recognition to offer an amend- 
ment to give the privilege of foting to the 
sallors and marines. He failed to get his 
amendment in, and upon the announce- 
ment of the vote ordering the previous 
question, the New York member called for 
the ayes and nays. 

“T want to know,” he cried with a vigor 
that created much commotion in the ho ise,

those to be affected by them. He asked 
Mr. Bailey what the wishes of the ininority 
were in regard to debate. 

Mr. Bailey said he appreciated that the 
bill would pass, and in view of that he 
appreciated the importaice of early action 
and was inclined to believe that no desire 
for extended debate was entertained by 
the minority. In respofse to Mr. Dingiey’s 
query he said no difficulty would be expe- 
rienced in r@eching a vote tonight. 

Mr. Dingley at length announced he 
would move thé previous question at 10:30 
o'clock tonight and a recess was then taken 
to 8 a’clock. | 

When the house met after the recess? 
Mr. Dingley, addressing hjmse-f to the re- 
port, spoke of the urgent necessity for the 
passing of a war revenue as the result 
of the necessity for speedy action in con- 
ference and that of compromise. He said 
the great ends which the house had set out 
to accomplish were the raising of approxi- 
mately $175,000,000 from taxation and from 
$400,000,000 to $600,000,000 from other sources. 
These ends would be secured throug’ the 
bill as reported from conference and while 
the concessions made by the house con- 
ferees were in some instances personally 
distasteful to him, he felt they fad been 
made without the- violation of any great 
principle advocated by the house, and with-

Mr. Grosvenor denounced Mr. Swanson’s 
insinuation that he (Grosvenor) was not 
sober as a weapon “which no honorable 
opponent would use’ In a debate such as 
the one {in progress. 

The democrats jeered and the republicans 
applauded the denunciation. 

Follewing the Grosvenor-Swanson episode 
several members addressed the house, the 
speeches being brief and being confineq on 
the republican side chiefly to the coinage 
feature.

idea of any such thing being true. Never- 
theless, the mayor fined him $200 or sen- 
tenced him to spend sixty days in jail. 

Mr. Nottingham at once put the matter 
in the hands of a lawyer and will certior- 
rari the case to the superior court, as he 
dees not consider that he violated the erdi- 
nances. 

Mr. Thomas McNally, who has recently 
taken a position on one of the 3rumswick 
papers, wired an account of-the matter to 
The Savannah Press, which printed it. Be- 
fore the entire edition had been printed 
a telegram was received stating that Mc- 
Naily had been arrested for sending the 
report out. McNally had merely ziven the 
details of Nottingham’s arrest and fine. 
Editor Stovall at once wired to the Bruns- 
wick officials that he would suppress the 
item on McNally’s account and McNally 
was released. Another correspomdent was 
wired for an account of the occurrence 
and replied, referring his inquisitor to May- 
or Mason.

|GBORGIA DENTISTS 
HAVE HOT TIME 


Series of Sensations Were Sprang at the 
Session Yesterday Morning, 


WARM CHARGES PREFERRED 


Drs. T. P. Hinman, R. B. Adair and 
B. F. Simms Placed on Trial. 


THEY ARE ALL COMPLETELY EXONERATED 


Stormy Scenes in the Hall When the 
Charges Were Made Public. 
The Day’s Session. 


By Linton Tedford. 

Lithia Springs, Ga., June 9.—(From a Staff 
Correspondent.)—The third day’s session of 
the Georgia State Dental Society today 
was probably the warmest and most sen- 
Sational in the history of the organiza- 
tion, ; 

Three members of the association were 
Placed on trial for alleged violations of the 
code of ethics, and all were acquitted after 
some exceedingly spicy wrangling, in which 
serious trouble was narrowly averted. 

Dr. T. P. Hinman, of Atlanta,. was 
charged with unprofessional and ungentle- 
manly conduct and was completely exon- 
erated, the committees hearing the case 
finding absolutely nothing against him. 

Dr. B. F. Simmes, of Cedartown, was 
tried on the same charge and also exonera- 
ted, 

Dr. R. B. Adair was charged with con- 
duct not consistent with dental ethics. 
The committee first returned a verdict rep- 
rimanding Dr. Adair, but owing to a tech- 
nicality in the charges, afterwards brought 
_ in a verdict acquitting him. Dr. Adair 
was charged with advertising. The com- 
mittee found him guilty of claiming supe- 
riority in the treatment of certain diseases. 
The verdict, therefore, did not stand. 

Tonight all ‘excitement seems to have 
died out and harmony prevails, Dr. Rosser, 
of Atlanta, was elected president of the 
association for the ensuing year, 

Begins in Earnest. 

The sensation began immediately after 
the reading of a paper on the general wel- 
fare of the association. The president call- 
ed for discussion on the subject, and Dr. 
Tr. P. Hinman, of Atlanta, addressed the 
chair. 

There is no one here,” said he, “‘who has 
the good of this association more at heart 
than I. I always labor to uphold the prin- 
ciples for which we are organized. But 
our medical ethics are not observed as they 
Should be. Our association is not as pure 
as it ought to be. There are certain mem- 
bers here now. who have violated the code 
of ethics by advertising. A young man ap- 
proached me _ the other day with 
the inquiry as to why the prom- 
inent members could advertise and 
nothing said about it, when the youn- 
ger members are fired on the slightest vio- 
bation of the rules. It is the duty of the 
executive committee to investigate these 
matters and bring the guilty ones to jus- 
tice. It is high time we put a stop to the 
business.’’ 

This brought Dr. William Crenshaw, of 
Atlanta, to his feet. 

“I think,” said he, ‘the gentleman should 
be more explicit in his remarks. If there 
is such in the association it should be ex- 
posed. The gentlemen should be named.”’ 

“T can easily name the gentlemen, if the 
association wishes,’’ replied Dr. Hinman, 
with some feeling. 

‘“‘Name them,” came simultaneously from 
several dentists. 

“Yesterday,” continued Dr. Hinman, ‘‘Dr. 
J. H. Boozer, of Atlanta, was allowed a 
seat on the floor. True, he is not a mem- 
ber of the association, but it was a violation 
of the rules for him to be here, as he has 
not lived up to the ethics of our organiza- 
tion. Moreover, Dr. R. B. Adair, of At- 
lanta, is guilty of advertising himself in 
the daily papers.”’ 

Dr. Boozer was not present, having left 
for Atlanta yesterday. Dr. Adair was in 
the hall, and was on his feet tn an instant 
after Dr. Hinman had concluded. He was 
somewhat pale, and it could be easily seen 
he was mad. 

“IT wish to deny that charge,’”’ said he. 
‘There is not a word of truth in it. Proba- 
bly no man here has done more for this as- 
sociation than I, and I have always tried 
to live up to the ethics of the organization. 
I have never violated any of the rules.”’ 

“You mean to say you never advertised 
in The Atlanta Journal last year?’ asked 
Dr. Hinman. 

“I did not,” was the reply. “I merely 
thaid my card in the paper, which I had a 
right to do.’’ 

“Tt was an advertisement and no card 
2bout it,” flasheq Dr. Hinman, ‘‘and I can 
prove it. I have got the papers in my 
desk in Atlanta now.” 

Turning to the audience he asked if Dr. 
Simms was present. On being informed 
that Dr. Simms was not present, Dr. Hin- 
man stated he had shown the advertise- 
ments to Dr. Simms at Warm Springs 2 
year ago, and that gentleman would bear 
witness to his statement. 

Dr. Adair Brings Charges. 

Dr. Adair rose again and stated he had 
heard rumors of alleged charges against 
him at the convention of last year, bi§® 

that all efforts on his part to secure an 
investigation proved futile. 

“Il wanted to prefer charges." stated Dr. 
Adair in concluding. “against Dr. Hin- 
man, of Atlanta, and Dr. Simms, of Ce 
dartown, for unprofessional] and ungentle- 
manly conduct. I can subsiantiate the 
charges, for I have the proof in black and 
‘white.’’ : 

Dr. Rosser, of Atlanta, secured the floor. 
Matters were getting exceedingly warm. 

“The constitution requires,” said he. 
“that the defendant be given sufficient time 
to prepare his defense before he is tried. 
The rules, I think, require the charges to 
be made'at one convention and the trial 
at the next.’’ 

Dr. Hinman jumped to his feet. 

“J demand an immediate investigation,” 
said he, “for I have been charged with 
ungentiemaniy conduct and I demand an 
*immediate trial.’’ Turning to Dr. Adair 
and shaking his fist at him. “You have 
eharged me with conduct unbecoming a 
gentleman, sir, and you have got to prove 
it. I never charged you with ungentle- 
manly conduct. I never intended to charge 
you with anything. but now as matters 
have gone as far as they have, I make 
formal charges against you for unprofes- 
sionalism and intend to prove them.” 

By this time the pall was in a turmoil of 
exctiement and it was a long time befure 
the cheirman could restore order. se

DEATH IN CAMP AT MOBILE. 


Olen Olsen, of the Fourth Army Corps, 
Dies of Typhoid Fever. | 
Mobile, Ala., June 9.—(Special.)—Death 
visited the camp of the first division Fourth 
army corps here today, it being the second 
futality that has occurred since the troops 
arrived in this camp. The list of May the 
first victim, Sergeant Collins, was shot and 
killed by a negro before the volunteers 
were mustered five weeks ago. He was 
a member of the First Alabama ftatantry, 
and a strange fate finds today’s death rec- 
orded in the same regiment--Private Olen 
Olsen, company I, Anniston, Ala. He had 
been ill two weeks with typhoid fever, the 
only case of that malady which has appear- 
ed. It was contracted, says the :egimental 
surgeon, while the troops were encamped 
upon the bay shore, before being moved 

to their present high grounds. 

Olsen was a native of Sweden and fcr- 
merly a sailor. For a number of years he 
had lived in Mobile, where his »rother is a 
merchant. He emlisted ‘with the Anrn‘ston 
company after its arrival here and at once 
became popular. Sorrow pervaded the 
camp this morning when messengers 


brought news of his death at the civision | 


hospital and the entire First Alabama want- 
ed to attemd the funeral, but according to 
regulations, a squad of sixteen privates 
of his company, accompanied by the chap- 
lain, escorted the remains to the national 
cemetery, where the burial with military 
honors occurred at sundown. After the 
interment the sexton of the beautiful home 
of the federal dead remarked to Chaplain 

“itzsimmons: 

“Sir, we have called this a national ccm- 
etery, but it has only become such in fact 
just now when we buried an Alabama fol- 
lower of the stars and stripes alongside 
the brave fellows who died for Old Glory 
years ago.. Olsen is the first southern sol- 
dier to be interred here.’’ 

Just before he became unconscious Olsen 
said to his comrades who stood around 
his cot: 

‘*Boys, I am afraid I won't be able to go 
with you.” : 

This seemed to be his only regret, and 
the dying request to his brother was that 
he be buried in the mational cemetery on 
the bay shore, where the magnoiia trees 
that catch the winds from the gulf, beyond 
which his soldier spirit longed to be.

PERRY DE LEON’S AMBITION. 


Wanted To Be Aid to General Lee. 
Failing, He Will Join Gomez. 
Washington, June 9.-—(Special.)—Colonel 
Perry De Leon takes exception to some 
of the newspaper statements of the rea- 
scns for hig return to Washington at this 
time. In speaking of this tonight, he said: 
‘“T came here from Ecuador to join the 
army of my country—not the army of office 
seekers. Finding that I cannot get into 
our own scrvice as a private, being beyond 
the age and could only enter it as an offi- 
cer by appointment of the president, I have 
determined not to ask for a position, as it 
might mean, even if successful, my being 
ordered to a camp of instruction—whercas 
I came heme expecting to go to the front 
at once as a volunteer aid, I hoped, to 
General Lee. I find that no volunteer aids 
are allowed, and that the only way I can 
get in the army would be by appointment 
to office by the pres'dent, hence I dismiss- 
ed the idea and leave tomgrrow or next 
day for Guba to join Gomez) I take with 
me a letter signed by a mumber of promi- 
nent senators recommending me to that 
position in the Cuban army in which I can 
best serve the cause of freedom, and aid 
them in their struggle for independence, 
which I consider the best one and the most 
heroic in history. I am no convert to the 
Cuban cause. When in Florida over two 
years ago I was prepared to join the insur- 
gents, as they were called, but was dis- 
suaced from it. The chief of the Cuban 
junta in Jacksonville told me that I could 
be of no service; that what they wanted 
was money and arms, not men, ard that 
men whio, like myself, had passed the me- 
ridian of life, would be rather a burden 

than an aid.’’

Police Commissioners Held a Special 
Session Yesterday Afternoon. 


| OFFICER GRANT REINSTATED 


Officers Congratulated by Friends on 
the Force at the Decision. 


THE CASES WERE EXAMINED THOROUGHLY 


Charges Against Patrolman Abbott 
Were Withdrawn Before Meeting 
of the Commissioners. 


ETECTIVE DAVE LOONEY and Pa- 
trolman T. S. Grant were exonerated 
yesterday afternoom during a special 
meeting of the board of police commission- 
ers, called for the purpose of considering 
charges against them, and last night they 
were both returned to duty, pay for the 
time they were suspended having been giv- 
en. them. 

Both officers were congratulated by their 
friends when the result of the investigation 
became known. Both have made good of- 
ficers and it is the consensus of opinion at 
tne barracks that there is mo reflection 
upon them on account of the charges. 

On motion vf Commissioner Johnson, di- 
rectly after the board was called to order 
yesterday, Mr. W. O. Jones was elected 
secretary of the board to serve during the 
absence of Major W. J. Kendrick. The 
following members answered the roll call: 
Patterson, chairman; English, Johnson, 


Jones and Braman. 


The case against Detective Dave Looney 
was then taken up by the board. The 
charges and specifications aliaged that 
Looney nad voluntarily told Recorder Cal- 
houn during the trial of Willie Burton 
and several inmates of her house that bills 
of tnmdictment had been secured hefore the 
grand jury. Upon this statement the re- 
corder dismissed the cases. This action on 
the part of Looney was called conduct un- 


becoming an officer. 

Judge Calhoun testified that Looney had 
told him that Dr. L. G. Broughton and 
Chief W. P. Manly had been before the 
grand jury for the purpose of securing 
bills of indictment against the wofhen: He 
had then called Cclonel W. T. Moyers, who 
Was representing the womeu, and Captain 
Henry Jennings to his desk to tell them 
that the cases would be dismissed. 

Captain Jennings was sworn and corrob- 
orated this testimony by the recorder. The 
prosecution closed and Cotonel W. T. Moy- 
ers was put on the stand for the defense. 
He <¢estified that while absent from his 
office word was left for him that he was 
wanted in the police court and he went, 
thinking that the women had been fight- 
ing. 

When he heard that they had been ar- 
rested for occupying a portion of a house 
used as a house of itll fame he knew there 
was no defense. He then remembered hav- 
ing seen Dr. Broughton waiting to enter 
the grand: jury room and was told that 
Chief Manly was at the time before the 
grand jury. He was told they were testify- 
ing against the women who occupy disor- 
derly - houses. | 

Detective Looney had also seen Dr. 
Broughton in the grand jury anteroom 
and later when Colonel Moyers met him 
in the recorder’s court the attorney told 
Looney that he would have to tell Judge 
Calhoun that the grand fury was then in- 
vestigating the cases before the recorder. 

Loioney objected, saying that he had to 
catch a train in a few moments for Ala- 
bama. but when told that he would be sub- 
poenaed and compelled to remain in the 
city he consented to tell Judge Calhoun 
what he knew regarding the movements 
of the grand jury before the case was 
called. 

The police commissioners, after hearing 
this evidence, decided that Looney had nea 
intentien of interfering in the case, but had 
spoke to the recorder tr order to catch his 
train for Alabama, The charges were unan- 
imously dismissed by the board on the first 
vote, 

Patrelman T. 8. Grant was arraigned on 
a similar charge to the one for which 
Liconey was tried. Patrolman Jim Shepard, 
who is on the tenderloin beat, and Grant, 
who is om the adioining beat, made cases 
against Josie Lovell and the inmates of her 
hense on Collins street for fighting. 

The care against Jcsie Lovell was not 
tried because a derrty from the sheriff’s 
office ¥as present with a warrant for her. 
She was placed in jafl, where she remained 
about one week. After her release she 
was sgain arrested by Patrolman Shepard 
on the old charge of fighting. while Grant 
was absent from the city. 

On the morning of Grant's return he 
found the witnesses for the defense in the 
Josie Lovell case comine to court. and 
learning that it was the old charge, he an- 
peared before the recorder and testified. 
The case was dismissed and Grant was 
suspended, it having been claimed that he 
had no right to handle the case. 

The police commiss'oners decided that as 
he had been interested in the first case he 
bad as much right as Shepard to handle 
the case before the recorder and the 
charges were dismissed. 

Charges were preferred some days ago 
against Patrolman H. F. Abbott, but yes- 
terday when the time for the trial errived 
it was announced that they had been with- 
drawn. The board adjourned after this had 
been announced, leaving all other business 
until the regular meeting.

Latonia Derby Had but Two Starters for 
the $7,620 Purse. 
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A NEW RECORD WAS MADE 
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Han d’Or, a Three to One Shot, Wins 
from the Madden Pride. 


THE HORSES HAD AN EVEN START 
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Winner Cut the Pace and Was Never 
Overhauled by the Great Kentucky 
Horse—Great Crowd Out. 


Cneinnati, O., June 9—The mighty bas 
fellen. Plaudit, the greatest three-year-old 
of the year, met his first defeat of the 
Seeson today in the Latonia Derby, after 
one of the grandest contests ever witnessed 
on the western turf. Han d’Or is the colt 
that lowered the colors of the Madden pride, 
and in doing it he also lowered the world’s 
record for a mile and a half. 

The track, contrary to expectations, was 
lightning fast and all conditions favorea 
écod time being made.

‘The first half of a mile was 
covered in 50 seconds, the six furlongs in 
1:144%, seven furlongs in 1:27%, mile in 1:40%, 
mile and an eighth in 1:54, and the mile and 
a quarter in 2:071%4, the final time being 
2:324%4, which is a quarter of a second bet- 
ter than any previous record. 

Plaudit could never overtake Han d'Or 
from the start. The latter led by three 
lengths until the stretch was reached, 
when Plaudit’ tried to make his run, hut 
the killing pace had told on him and Han 
d’Or won in handy fashion.

WORTH ONLY $298 


That Is the Annual Loss on Account of 
Seepage from Reservoir. 


THERE IS NO CERTAIN REMEDY | 


It Would Cost More Than Water’s 
Worth to Pump It Back. 


WEIGHBORING WELLS GET THE BENEFIT 


The Water Rises and Falis in the 
Wells Just as It Does in the Big 
Waterworks Reservoir. 

G ver of the city water works depart- 

ment, denies that there is any great 
loss of water from the big reservoir on 
account of natural seepage. He says-that 
while there is a seepage, at the same 
time the amount of water lost to the city 
each year is small and that the vaiue 
of the lost water is much smaller than 
would be the cost of pumping back into the 
reservoir that which had escaped. 

In his report. for last month, Superin- 
tendent Woodward gave a great deal of 
attention to the seepage of the water from 
the reservoir, and he went into the details 
of the question. The seepage was measured 
and the amount of money that would be 
necessary to pump it back into the res- 
ervoir was also figured upon. 

The report shows the following state- 
ment relative to the condition of the res- 
ervoir and the amount of money it would 
require to put the water back that had 
seeped: 

“T have had tested the loss from leakage 
at reservoir, as follows: 

‘In hollow west of Howell mill road and 
reservoir. Test twenty-four hours witn 
two-inch Torrent meters; 3.562 cubic feet, 
or 26.715 gallons. Height of water in res- 
ervoir 28 feet 6 inches. 

“Ravine at foot of north dam. First 
test, six hours with four-inch torrent me- 
ter, without spring, 2.500 feet, or 19.350 gal- 
lons, or 77.400 gallons in twenty-four hours. 
Second test, fifteen hours with four-inch 
Torrent meter, with spring 7 cubic feet, 


Or 52.5 gallons, or 83.985 gallons in twenty- 
four hours. ; 

“Total loss of water from reservoir from 
both leaks in twenty-four hours, west of 
reservoir 26.715 gallons; north of reservoir, 
83.985 gallons; total 110.7 gallons. 

“Total in one year, 40.406.5 gallons.’’ 


UPERINTENDENT, PARK WOOD-

Superintendent Woodward said yesterday 


that the amount of water lost was in- 
significant, but at the same time that there 
was no remedy for the matter. 

“Water will seep through a dam at all 
times and under every condition,” said he. 
“There is no léak in the reservoir, yet at 
the same time water seeps through and 
seeps into the branches and into the neigh- 
boring wells. It is a matter of fact that 
every well in the neighborhood of the 
waterworks reservoir rises and falls 
just as the water in the reservoir rises and 
falls.’’ 

The annual loss to the city, estimated 
in money, is $298 and to replace this water 
would cost much more.

This the representatives of the concerns 
said last night was to establish in this 
city an honest competition and one with 
which reputable concerns can compete. It 
is claimed that there are a large number 
of alleged printers in the city who are 
known among the trade as brokers. 

They have small establishments in which 
they have invested about $35 and precegd 
to compete with the largest printing con- 
cerns in the city. Their method is said to 
be as follows: 

A broker will get a $50 contract for print- 
ing. He will go to one large establishment 
and ask for the lowest prices of that con- 
cern, The concern gives it. The broker 
goes to another and says that the first 
firm has made such and such a bid and 
wants to know if the second company will 
do the j¢b for a less figure. 

The second firm consents and the broker 
goes to a third printing establishment and 
says that the second firm has offered to 
do the work for so much, The third con- 
cern says it will do the work for even less 
than either of the other two and the leaves 
to go to a fourth. 

He follows this route until he has visited 
all the printers in town and the last man, 
who is usually the lowest, gets the con- 
tract for the printing and makes little or 
no profit out of it. 

The man who wants the work done has 
to pay the original price and the broker 
gets the profit and makes the money out 
of the transaction. The man who let the 
contract thinks that the work is being 
done at the shop of the broker, while in 
reality no work at all is being done there. 

This is said to be the situation in as 
many as twenty-five shops in the city which 
pay for a gmall license of $25 a year. In 
the petition presented last night the large 
firms and some of the smaller on@s asked 
that the license be mcreased so as to run 
out of the field the smal] concerns, or 
cause they to pay a large license. 

The committee, after considering the pe- 
tition, decided to make the license as fol- 
lows: 

For printing establishments, $50; for book 
binderies, $50 

For brokers or agents of printing estab- 
lishments or book binderies who secure 
contracts for themselves or another, to be 
sublet, $200. 

The representatives last night said that 
the town was now flooded with printers 
who could not earn a livelihood on the 
prices that are now being paid by the con- 
cerns, as the contracts for printing had 
to be taken too cheap to leave any profit 
for the large printing establishments. 

They said they did not think it woluld 
make the general price of printing go up. 
It is thought that a fight will ensue on the 
proposition and the committee will be be- 
seiged by the small printers of the c'ty 
whom the larger concerns are attempting 
to oust out of the business to lessen com- 
petition. } 

Many. other licenses were considered by 
the committee, but no material changes 
were made. The curbstone brokers and 
money lenders will probably have the H- 
cense for their business increased for next 
year. The committee will meet again on 
Wednesday.

Committee frem Atlanta Relief Agsecia- 
tion on Tour of Inspection. 


HOSPITAL IN GOOD CONDITION 


Dr. Taylor, the Fort Surgeon, Gives 
Cordial Reception to the Visitors.

SHOWS THEM THROUGH THE FORT 


Declines Any Relief, as the Govern- 
ment Furnishes All Suppiies 
: That Are Necessary. 


yegins at home, Miss Ella. M. Powell, 

eresident of the Atlanta Relief Asso- 
ciation, appointed a committee frem that 
body to visit Fort McPherson yesterday 
and investigate the needs of the soldiers in 
the hospital, and especialy look after the 
three who had been sent from the Atlanta 
regiments at Tampa. Thig committee was 
composed of Miss Ruth Hallman, Mias Jen- 
nile English, Miss Ruth Cunningham, Miss 
Isma Dooly, Miss Sallie Brown and Mi 
Morrow. 

In obedience to the appointment, and de- 
termined to afford rellef at once if- it were 
necessary, three members of the committee 
visited Fort McPherson yesterday and, go- 
ing to the hospital, received a cordial wel- 
come from Dr. Tayior, the sturgeon in 
charge, and one of the most eminent sur- 
geons in the army. 

When told that the young ladies repre- 
sented the Atlanta Relief Association, and 
that they desired to do what they could 
for the matter of alleviating the soldiers in 
the hospital, and furnishing anything that 
might be needed by the Atlanta soldiers es- 
pecially, Dr. Taylor most emphatically as- 
serted that whereas he deeply apjreciated 
the offer made, he could not fn justice to the 
lagies, accept anything from them, as there 
was absolutely no need for it. 

“The hospital is well equipped,” he said; 
“and I am furnished: by the government 
with ali I need so far. Only two of my pa- 
tients are so il that they need a particu- 
lar diet, and that diet I have no difficulty 
in supplying. I do not feel, therefore, that 
I could in justice to those who need accept 
any of the emergency fund which yot la- 
dies have so nobly acquired. If at any 
time, however, there should be times of 
emergency, when I feel that the patients 
would be benefited Sy fhe ladies of the Re- 
lief Association, I assure that body that I 
shail apply to them.”’ 

Dr. Taylor then referred to the heat of 
Tampa and the suffering necessarily under- 
gone by the soldiers not acclimated. When 
asked how many patients would arrive last 
evening, he replied: 

“Not any more than I am amply able to 
care for. Their beds are made and ready 
for them, my staff of physicians and their 
corps of nurses ‘have everything in readi- 
ness, and as eath patient comes, he will 
fall into the hands of the physician ‘and 
nurse awaiting him.’’ 

As the Relief Association, in the work un- 
dertaken by it, and the démands that will 
be made upon it by the growing heat of 
Tazrpa, could not offer their services to 
afford those deficacies that are always re- 
freshing to the sick, it was consequently 
unable to offr te the soldiers at Fort Mc- 
Pherson those dainties that might be af- 
forded were it not for the impending is- 
sues that may be forerunners of times 
when its emergency fund will be scarcely 
adequate to cover its legitimate purposes. 
The ladies of the Relief Association are 
advised by the directors and those in a po- 
sition to advise, not to spend their fund in-, 
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A PPRECIATING the fact that charity 
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discriminafely. They have pledged themeelvs * 


to the public to do this, and will contintie 
in the legitimate work of their organization 
so long as the Atlanta Relief Association is 
needed. 

The present condition of Fort McPher- 
son, in its close proximity to Atlanta, is 
scarcely comparable to the encampment at 
Tampa, and each day makes the fact more 
impresgive that no matter what the suf- 
ferings are today, they will be worse later, 
Should the, war issues continue as they are 
now till fall the months of July and August 
will make great demands on the emergency 
funds. to say nothing of what would be 
needed in the case of an engagement, either 
on land or at sea. Still the constitution 
and bylaws of the Atlanta Relief Associa- 
tion are not so binding that in a case of 
emergency in Fort McPherson, they could 
not gledly lend their aid to any suffering 
soldier Whether he were from Massachu- 
setts or Maine, South Carolina or Georgia, 
or a prisoner of the encmy. . 

Miss Morrow, who is a member of the 
investigating committee of the Aitlanta 
Relief Association, resides at Fort Me- 
Pherson, and is consequently kept in con- 
tinual communication with the needs of 
the encampment. 

She explained to members of the commit- 
tee yesterday many interesting matters per- 
taining to the present state of affairs at the 
fort, and among other things laughingly re- 
marked that the worst thing about “slum?’’ 
was its name. “It is a stew,” she said, ‘that 
is made of chopped meat, potatoes, toma- 
toes and such vegetables that can be pro- 
cured, and-—could scarcely be served in 
courses to 2,500 soldiers.

He is Cce- 
lighted with the country, which, he says, 
people have been led to believe is the most 
unpleasant place on earth, and is still more 
delighted with the: prospect offered in the 
gold fields of the country for becoming 
rich. Mr. Mazade left Atlanta on ais long 
and hazardous journey to Alaska cn the 
2th of July of last year, going first to Seat- 
tle, Wash., where. he obtained his supplies 
and equipments for the longer journey in 


front of him. 

He arrived in Dyea, Alaska on the 27th 
of July and chose the Chilcoot pass &s the 
safest and surest routé to Dawson City. 
In’ regard to his trip over’ the snountains, 
Mr. Mazade said: : 

“There were only three of us in the party 
after leaving Dyea, and by hard work we 
managed to make the trip to Dawson in a 
little less than two months. I chose the 
Chilcoot route, aithough it is longer by a 
great many miles than some of the others, 
because it is the safest and easiest to trav- 
el during the:'- summer months. For wirter 
travel the White Pass route is recognized 
by all Klondikers as the best. The lakes 
that cover the country are innum-»rable 
and the majn part of the journey is made 
over them jn. boats. 

“Some of the streams to be traversed 
are extremely rap‘d and present the princi- 
pal danger to the gold seekers. Accidents 
happened daily last summer to the thous- 
ands of parties who went over the Chilcoot 
route, some of them of a very serious na- 
ture. A good many lives were lost. in fact, 
by the overturning of boats in the swift 
sireams,. and extreme caution has to he 
preserved at all times. Our party met with 
no serious mishap of any kind and finally 
arrived at Dawson after a not uitozether 
unpleasant trip. 
~““Upon arriving at the seat of the gold 
country the first thing we did was to set 
about building houses to live in. SKEvery 
man who goes there must do this for him- 
self, as there are no workmen of ar 
to be employed for the purpose. Everybody 
is busy hunting for gold. 1 was given four 
claims cm each of thé four principal creeks 
running into the Klondike river; the 
amount allowed every prospector. 

“Each of the claims extends 0 feet up 
the creek it is on, and no one is allowed to 
put a_ pick im the ground staked off except 
the owner of the claim, 

“I had i:ttle time in which to work my 
claims, but am satisfied that they will all 
prove of value. Unlike most mining 
cilps, the order preserved in Dawso,. 
City is almost as good as you can find in 
any place. The camp is patroled by Cana- 
diam police and little trouble is given them 
by the miners. Everybody seems so intent 
on finding goid that little time is left for 
getting into mischief. The mining camp is 
just fifty miles east of’the Alaska line. The 
majority of the miners hate the name of 
Canada and call the United Staies ‘(lod’s 
country.’ 

‘I have merely returned for the purpose 
of getting my family and expect to he hack 
in Dawson City before the ice eloses the 
Yukon river again. I will leave Jitlanta 
befcre the end of this month. I am perfect- 
ly satisfied with the Klondike inyself, but 
will not advise any one fo go there now.”

court in what was known as the {‘Ne- 
braska maximum rate case’ attracted wide 
attention. It laid down the broad proposi- 
tion that no legislature and necessarily no 
state commission could prescribe raies 
which would amount to a confiscation of 
railroad property more than any other 
property could be confiscated without com- 
pensation. 

Among the comments on this 
was a brief analysis of its meaning and 
effects, made by Mr. John D. McInnis, of 
the Mississippi railroad commission. This 
summary of the decision has also attracted 
wide attention outside Mississippi as well 
as in the state. Commissioner McInnis in- 
terprets the law decision without bias or 
prejudice, saying in an open letter to The 
Meridian Herald: 

‘Some time since I promised that I would 
give you my opinion as to the effect the 
‘Nebraka decision’ would have upon the 
different state railway commissions, as it 
seemed to be quite commonly understood 
among lawyers that it practically, or com- 
pletely, destroyed the power of the differ- 
ent state commissions, 

“I have not only read, but studied close- 
ly, this decision, and I am unable to find 
anything in it which I consider inimical 
to a fair administration of the commission 
law of.this state. On the contrary, it seems 
to me to be exactly the Mississippi law. 
The decision clearly points to the fact that 
every act of every commission should be 
subject to decision by courts of proper ju- 
risdiction and this the Mississippi law says, 
in explicit terms, and you may be surprised 
to learn, as I was, that the ‘Nebraska de- 
cision’ was not brought about by any or- 
der of any state commission, but by an 
act of the Nebraska legislature, which is 
ag wild and wooly as any bill ever con- 
ceived in the brains of any populist legis- 
latures of Kansas even. This act made 
rates ironbound and rock-ribbed, without 
regard to different conditions; and in the 
face of a report from the transportation 
board of the state, created by the legisla- 
ture, that the financial conditions of none 
of the roadg justified the sharp reductions 
made. | 

“This law came up for revision by the 
United States courts and was justly de- 
stroyed. How any reasonable man could 
suppose that it would be sustained passes 
the understanding of a layman. But every- 
where, and reiterated timé@ after time, in 
the decision, is the: clear statement that 
every state commission has the power t2 
determine and fix local rates, and of this 
justice and fairness the courts shall at ail

‘times judge. As I said above this is the 


Mississippi law in explicit terms. When a 
commission would wilfully make unjust 
rates because of popular clamor or because 
of prejudice against corporations, it has 
lost its tsefulness and should be abolished. 
But as long as its decisions are subject to 
the revision of the court, both the rafl- 
roads and the people are safe, or our sys- 
temof government is a failure. 

“There ig but one new point in the de- 
cision. This makes the reasonableness of 
the state or local rate depend upon the 
business of the road done in the state. This 
is just, if fairly computed, and while there 
will be some difficulty in apportioning 
gains and expenses, it can be done. No 
state is entitled to a less rate than her 
own business earns, The following summa- 
ry from this decision can be made: 

“First~—This decision is a proper reversal 
of foolish and unjust state legislation. 

“Second—In the very strongest terms it 
recognizes the right of state railroad com- 
missions to regulate rates. 

‘‘Third—The decision is exactly in line 
with the Mississippi law and as long as 
the commission of this state has ordinary 
intelligence and a fair sense of justice, 
there is no danger from a sensible court, 
either national or state.”’
